W ashington, 
Jan . 
8.— In

'Wilson today plated before a 
session of congress aims for which 
America 
is fighting. 
This country, 
he said, will 
continue 
the struggle 
until these are achieved. 
It was 
‘‘the compelling voice of 
the Russian people,” asking Amer­ 
ica’s principles and purposes,’’ that 
prompted the president to speak to­ 
day and it was to Russia that 
his 
speech was directed. 
These

outlined—and 
each was 
met by applause by 
the 
legislators: 
1. Open covenant, openly arrived 
" at with no ensuing secret treaties. 
2. Freedom of the seas in pence 
and war except as closed by inter­ 
national action 
for enforcement of 
international covenant. 
3. Trade 
equally among nations, 
consenting to the peace. 
4. Reduction of armament. 
5. Evacuation of all Russian ter­ 
ritories and 
assurances of her un­ 
hampered opportunity 
for political 
and economic development. 
6. Evacuaton and restoration 
of 
Belgium. 
7. Evacuation of .French territory 
and righting wrong done France by 
Prussa. 
8. Readjustment of Italian fron­ 
tier along lines of nationality. 
0. Autonomous 
development 
for 
Austria-Hungary. 
IO. Evacuation 
and 
restoration 
of Ronmania. 
Servia 
and Monte­ 
negro with access to 
the 
seas for 
Servia and 
relation 
of the Balkan 
states to he determined ‘by a coun­ 
cil. 
TI. Severalty for Turkish portion 
of the Ottoman empire 
with auton­ 
omy for other nationalities now un­ 
der Turkish rule and freedom of the 
Dardanelles. 
12. An independent Poland 
with 
access to the sea. 
13. A league of nations to enforce 
the Covenants. 
To realize this “justice to all peo­ 
ple” that 
they Til ay live on 
equal 
terms to one another whether they 
be strong or weak,” 
the 
president 
said the American |>eople will devote 
their lives and honors. 
Immediate attention was called to 
the fact that the president 
did not 
include elimination of the TTohenzol- 
lem dynasty as a war aim, 
but he 
laid down emphatically the necessity 
of all future treaties and agreements 
tieing made in the open.

Charley,” as he 
has

known, 
was noted 
for bis youth.

Thursday. 
The Masonic

The birthplace of the well-known 
old man was in Fairfield, Ohio.

was sustained 
on 
five

tealed and a number of registrants 
with agricultural claims were given 
deferred 
classification

A quick transformation has been 
reaped in the assembly room of the 
court house for now 
with'retinted 
pale yellow walls, 
scrubbed floors, 
silvered 
pipes, 
cleaned 
furniture, 
and polished chandeliers, the dingy

bright head­ 
quarters 
for the Red Cross. 
More­ 
over, the headquarters 
are now al­ 
ways warm. The repairing has been 
done during the past week and today 
the 
machine, 
tables, 
desks 
ani} 
working equipment 
for 
the head­ 
quarters were 
moved 
and put into 
place all ready for the work to start 
with renewed vigor tomorrow after­ 
noon at one o’clock. 
The fuel question 
has been 
the 
cause for the change. 
During 
the 
past few months, the headquarters 
have been 
in the 
Masonic 
temple 
where the spacious 
quarters 
were 
very * convenient. 
However, the as­ 
sembly room is heated 
at all times 
and no extra fuel will be needed 
to 
carry oh the Red 
Cross work now 
than would 
be needed 
for heating 
the court house regularly. 
Because 
of the cold weather 
and the 
fuel 
shortage the work of the society at

headquarters

room at the rear of Pitman and Wil­ 
son’s drug store. In 
a very 
short 
time, however, the number of work­ 
ers had outgrown 
the 
space there 
and the Red Cross accepted the of­ 
fer of the Social Club to make their 
headquarters there. 
After working 
there for several months, 
the num­ 
ber of 'workers 
and the amount 
of 
space required 
for equipment 
in­ 
creased and 
the invitation of 
the 
Masons to use their temple was ac­ 
cepted, where 
the 
work has been 
done until the cob! weather prevent­ 
ed it for several weeks. 
The assembly room will probably 
serve as the 
permanent 
headquar­ 
ters for the work.

CONSERVATION 
I URGED BY MAYOR 


New City Official Recommends Cur­ 
tailment of Improvements and 
Street Lighting

Aggressive Enforcement of Law An­ 
nounced—3 Policemen and Supt. 
Mahin Re-Empl8yed

An aggressive enforcement of the 
law, with special stress on c o n s e r­ 
tion especially for the period of the 
war, was announced by Mayor Ir- 
in iii an outline of his policies at 
the first meeting 
of 
the 
new city 
ouncil last night. 
” 
The first motion passed by the new 
council was 
made 
by 
Councilman 
Wagoner and empowered the mayor 
to appoint a committee of three to 
my a new table and chair for the 
mayor for the council chandler. The 
mayor appointed 
Councilmen Wag­ 
oner, Mauzy and Abercrombie to buy 
the new furniture. 
A. T. Mahin, superintendent of tho 
walter and light plant, was re-em- 
Dloved at an increase in salary 
of 
$10 a month, making his salary $135 
month. 
Three policemen—Basil 
Seward, 
Marshall 
Newhouse 
and 
Frank Havens—were re-employed at 
he same salaries and George Young 
was retained for another year 
as 
city attorney. 
Mayor Irvin announced the 
ap­ 
pointment of Drs. D. H. Dean, J. B. 
Kinsmger 
and C. ll 
Parsons 
as 
members of the city board of health. 
All of the committee aY’TWlntment* 
of the new mayor were the satne as 
during 
the 
last 
administration, 
Frank Abercombie being substituted 
for H. C, Flint, with the exception of 
the police committee. 
A. P. Wag­ 
oner was made chairman of 
this 
committee instead of E. A. Lee. 
As a part 
of his war-time con­ 
servation program, Mayor IrGin sug­ 
gested the curtailment of street and 
alley improvements 
wherever 
pos­ 
sible. Ile advised the council not to 
make any improvements only where 
they are absolutely necessary. 
“We need every ounce 
of energy 
we have in the prosecution 
of the 
war,” he said. 
“We are being called" 
upon to bear many 
burdens which 
ive do not have in time of peace and 
we should do our part in conserving 
wherever possible.” 
With this same 
thought in mind, 
the 
mayor 
recommended 
further 
curtailment of street lighting as a 
fuel conservation measure, 
lie sug­ 
gested that the “moonlight schedule” 
should be followed, that alley lights 
be cut out and 
that 
street 
lights 
might not be necessary nights when 
there is a heavy snow on the ground. 
•Supt. Mahin was asked to explain 
the present program. 
He 
said the 
council had left the curtailment of 
street lighting to his discretion and 
that he had been cating of all arc 
lights, all but the 
top 
light on the 
ornamental light posts every 
night 
but Saturday and had cut out street 
lights entirely on moonlight 
nights. 
Supt. Mahin questioned 
the advis­ 
ability, in his own opinion, or doing 
away with the alley lights because 
of the police protection they afford. 
The superintendent said that an av­ 
erage ol two and three-quarters of 
tons of coal a day had been 
saved 
in the last seven 
days by the sche­ 
dule cutting down street lighting. 
The question was left "with 
the 
water and light committee with pow­ 
er to act. 
Mayor Irvin, in stating his poli­ 
cies, said the traffic 
laws should bf 
vigorously enforced and hinted that 
the 
automobile 
parking 
problem 
would be solved before summer when 
streets downtown 
are so congested 
that traffic is hindered. He suggest- 
ed that traffic posts 
might be sta­ 
tioned in the 
residence district 
on 
streets where traffic is heaviest, 
“I have no axes to grind or debt* 
to pay,” declared the mayor.
